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The Musk Ox derives its name from the musky odour 
it exhales. These oxen associate in flocks usually number¬ 
ing from 20 to 30 head, and in their habits are very 
similar to sheep. During the Pleistocene epoch they 
wandered over Britain and much of the rest of Northern 
and Central Europe. 
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
